Larger Than 
Nazis' At 
Start Of War 


Washington, Dec. 10—(AP) 
Russia's submarine fleet, larg- 
er and including 
more effec- 
tive types than Germany's at 
the start of World War Two, is 
today the No. 1 problem that 
the U.S. Navy must be prepar- 
ed to solve. 


According to recent estimates by 
American navy officers, the Rus- 
sians have between 250 and 300 U- 
ooats. Even If the exact number is 
no more than 200, the Red under- 
seas fleet is considerably larger than 
Germany's at the start of the last 
war. 
Not All Latest Type 


Not all of the Soviet submarines 
are of the latest type, by any means. 
Some are small coastal vessels. But 
an uncertain number, last reported 
at 20 to 30 and possibly larger now, 
are fast and elusive subs of the 
"Snorkel" type developed by Ger- 
many from a Dutch idea during the 
war. 


"Snorkel" U-boats can run be- 
neath the surface almost indefintely. 
with only a small breathing tube for 
their diesel engines above the water. 
Their dlesels can drive them at a 
sustained speed higher than 
the 
batteries which prewar subs had to 
use when submerged. The "Snorkels" 
need not surface frequently to re- 
charge their batteries, as the old 
types did, and their breathing tubes 
present only a small and difficult 
target for radar detection. 


In addition, the Russians are pre- 
sumed to have captured from the 
Germans—as the IT. S. did—plans 
for an undersea warship to be driven 
at still higher speeds by a hydrogen- 
peroxide engine requiring no air 
intake.
